SUtr Suprrlntrndtnt L~»ry Call* Attention 


to Scicral Itrr*nt Ch»ott«. 


In preparation for the new school 
ear Supt. of Schools C. P. Cary Is 


calling the attention of school boards 
o changes In the scliocl laws of the 
itate. 


All schools and colleges of the uni- 


versity are open without distinction 
o both sexes. 
The electors of a district can no 
onger decide on a male or 'female 
eacher as this nil! be left to the 
school board exclusively. 


State aid to township high schools 
s limited to 5900 for a school with 
>rfncipal 
and one 
assistant 
and 


11,200 to n,W for schools with two 
or more assistants. 


The inspectors of rural, grade and 
ilgli schools are made inspectors of 
wildings with 
power to condemn 


buildings 
and 
order repairs and 


changes under penalty of losing the 
appropriation from the state. 


All teachurs who have not taught 
uccessfully for eight months before 
July 1, 1910, will have to go to some 
professional school for teachers for at 
least six weeks before the granting 
of first, second or third grade certifi- 
cates. ' 


Rural pupils can attend school in 


another district If the home school Is 
over two miles away and If there is 
another a half mile nearer.
